‘The proposed San Pedro pilotage 


satisfactory to the shipping interests. 
The change is in that, while the rate 
is eut 35 to $3 per foot draught, and 
from 5 to 3 cents per ton gross regis- 
tered tonnage for vessels in excess of 
500 tons, in addition to the draught 
charges, the full charges are no longer 
compulsory, but when a vessel is 
spoken and the poliot’s services de- 
clined, the fee is cut in half, just as 
is now the case with the higher fees.

PHOENIX (Aris) Feb. 27.—The 
Legislature adjourned late yesterday 
afternoon, to meet Monday again. To- 
‘day it is being ridden all around the 
Sait River Valley in the automobiles 
of Phoenix real estate dealers.
